Nation’s First
Missile School
Ends Training

Operation of the nation's
first ballistic missile train-
ing school ended last week
after 19 months, with gradua-
tion of the last class of Thor
missileers, in Tucson, Ariz.

. Since the school first opened
in May, 1958, a total of 1863
Royal Air Force and United
States Air Force officers and
enlisted men have received
concentrated training in air-
frame and ground support
equipment systems of the
Thor intermediate range bal-
listic missile.

The training school was
conducted by the Douglas Air-
craft company under contract
to the USAF Air Training Com-
mand and was a_part of the
largest Anglm\mencan train-
ing program since World War
1I,

With phasing out of the Tuc-
son operation responsibility
for training® additional Thor
Classes has been assigned to
the Technical 1'raining Center,
Sheppard Air Force Base, Tex.

Final class at Tucson consist-
ed of nine RAF personnel,
headed by Squadron Leader
P. J. Crowley. Certificates of
graduation were presented to
the trainees by Bryan G.
Smith, Douglas supervisor (}f
training at Tucson.

Fifteen different courses of
instruction, lasting from two to
tan weeks, were provided at
Tucson. Largest enrollment
during any single period was
283 trainees.

Civilian contractor schools
which provided the training in
other phases of the Thor wea-
pon system also are being
phased out. Thor guidance
training, performed by AC
Spark Plug in Milwaukee, will
be accomplished at Sheppard
and propulsion training, a
Rocketdyne responsibility in
Van Nuys, will be shifted to
Chanute Air Force Base, Ill.

All Thor trainees completed
their courses of instruction
with integrated weapon system
training at Vandenberg Air
